Attorney to compel compliance with the Freedom of Information Act, 5 U.S.C. 
§ 552 (FOIA). As grounds therefor, Plaintiff alleges as follows: 



JURISDICTION AND VENUE 

1. this court has jurisdiction over this pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 
552(a)(4)(B) and 28 U.S.C. § 1331. 

2. Venue is proper in the District of Columbia pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 
§ 1391(e).

3. Plaintiff Roderick Dunston is and at all times mentioned herein 
a inmate at a Federal Correctional Complex, USP-1 in Coleman, Florida.

5. See Exhibit-A. On Oct. 20, 2010, Plaintiff sent a F0IA request with 
certificate of identity by certified mail to Defendent (DEA) requesting the 
following: 

DEA Special Agent 
for the U.S. Department of Justice, Drug Enforcement Administration, located 
at Lake Mary/Heathrow branch in Florida; 

b) Oath of Office for Perry Moore, d.b.a. DEA Special Agent for 
the U.S. Department of Justice, Drug Enforcement Administration, located 
at 660 Mesa Hill, Suite 2000, EL Paso, Texas 79912; 

c) All related material, reports, etc, containing information on 
myself ; 

6. See Exhibit-B- Plaintiff received a response letter from Defendent 
(DEA), dated Nov. 5, 2010, the response letter was signed by Chief Katherine 
L. Myrick, Case No. 11-00007-FP was assigned to Plaintiff request. Defendent 
acknowledged receipt of Plaintiff F0IA request, and informed Plaintiff that 

a DEA investigation record search will be performed, Defendent Furthermore 
stated that "DEA has a substantial backlog of requests", but gave the Plain- 
tiff no time frame, as to how long the process will take.

See Exhibit-C. On Nov. 17, 2010, Plaintiff sent a letter by cert- 
ified mail to Defendent (DEA) inquiring on the time frame of the record search 
and about modifing the record search to speed the process, Defendent fell 

to answer Plaintiff correspondence. 

8. See Exhibit-D. On April 11, 2011, Plaintiff sent a letter by 
certified mail to Defendent (DEA) inquiring on the status of the FOIA request. 
Defendent fell to answer Plaintiff correspondence. 

9. See Exhibit-E. On Oct. 22, 2010, Plaintiff sent a FOIA request 
with certificate of identity, by certified mail to Defendent (E0USA) request- 
ing full disclosure of all records as follows: 

a) Criminal case bonding information, for Case No. 4:07-cr-145-Y, in 
the Northern District of Texas, Fort Worth Division; 

b) Discovery material related to Case No. 4:07-cr-145-Y, for the Northern 
District of Texas, Fort Worth Division; 

c) Oath of Office for Assistance U.S. Attorney Joshua Burgress, for the 
Northern District of Texas, Fort Worth Division located at 801 Cherry St. 
Suite 1700, Fort Worth, Texas 76102; 

10. See Exhibit-F. Plaintiff received a response letter from the 
Defendent (E0USA) dated Nov. 30, 2010, the response was signed by Assistant 
Director William G. Steward, Request No. 10-4098 was assigned to Plaintiff 
request. Defendent acknowledge receipt of Plaintiff FOIA request, and explains 
ed that the Plaintiff request is considered a project request that usually 
take nine months to process.

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11. See Exhibit-G. On April 13, 2011, Plaintiff sent a letter by 
certified mail to Defendent (EOUSA) inquiring on the status of Plaintiff 
FOIA request. 

12. See Exhibit-H. On May 24, 2010, Plaintiff received a response letter 
from Defendent (EOUSA) signed by Assistant Director Susan B. Gerson. The 
letter had five separate paragraph with check box, but not one box was check 
to indicate the paragraph apply to Plaintiff, the Defendent stated that was 
their final action, and that Plaintiff can appeal to the Office of Information 
Policy. 

13. See Exhibit-I. On July 5, 2011, Plaintiff sent a letter by certi- 
fied mail to the Office of Information Policy to appeal the response of Defen- 
dent (EOUSA). 

14. See Exhibit-J. Plaintiff received a letter from the Office of 
Information Policy dated July 28, 2011 , signed by Supervisory Administration 
Specialist Priscilla Jones, Office of Information Policy acknowledged receipt 
of Plaintiff appeal request, and assigned Appeal No. AP-201 1-02537 to Plaintiff 
request. 

15. See Exhibit-K. Plaintiff received a letter from the Office of 
Information Policy dated Sept. 27, 2011, signed by Associate Director Janice 
G. Mcleod. The Office of Information Policy released Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Joshua T. Burgress, Oath of Office, and remanded Plaintiff request for further 
processing of discovery material. Plaintiff was informed that Defendent

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(EOUSA) will send any, and all releasable material directly to him, the Office 
of Information Policy suggested that if Plaintiff want to inquire about the 
status of remanded request, he should contact Defendent (EOUSA) directly. 

16. See Exhibit-L. On Dec. 8, 2011, Plaintiff sent a letter by certi- 
fied mail to Defendent (EOUSA), inquiring about the status of discovery mate- 
rial which the Office of Infromation Policy remanded to Defendent (EOUSA), 
with instruction to release all releasable material that will not constitute 

a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy of third parties pursuant 
to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6). 

17. As of the date of this Complaint, Defendents have failed to 
produce any records responsive to any of Plaintiff FOIA requests, or demon- 
strate that responsive records are exempt from production. Nor has it indi- 
cated whether or when any responsive records will be produce. 

18. Plaintiff is deemed to have exhausted any and all administrative 
remedies with respect to its FOIA request. 

COUNT 1 

(Violation of FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552) 

19 m Plaintiff realleges paragraphs 1 thru 18 as if fully stated 
herein. 

20. Defendents are unlawfully withholding records requested by Plain- 
tiff pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552.

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21. Plaintiff is being irreparably harmed by Defendant's unlawful with- 
holding of requested records, and Plaintiff will continue to be irreparably 
harmed unless Defendants is compelled to conform its conduct to the require- 
ments of the law. WHEREFORE, Plaintiff respectfully request that the Court: 
(1) order Defendants to conduct a search for any and all responsive records 
to Plaintiff's FOIA requests and demonstrate that it employed search methods 
reasonably likely to lead to the discovery of records responsive to Plain- 
tiff's FOIA requests; (2) order Defendants to produce, by a date certain, 
any and all non-exempt records responsive to Plaintiff's FOIA requests; (3) 
enjoin Defendant's from continuing to withhold any and all non-exempt records 
responsive to Plaintiff's FOIA requests.

You appealed from the action of the Executive Office for United States Attorneys 
(EOUSA) on your request for access to certain records located in the Northern District of Texas. 

The Freedom of Information Act provides for disclosure of many agency records. At the 
same time, Congress included in the FOIA nine exemptions from disclosure that provide 
protection for important interests such as personal privacy, privileged communications, and 
certain law enforcement activities. After carefully considering your appeal, and as a result of 
discussions between EOUSA personnel and a member of my staff, I am releasing the Oath of 
Office of Assistant United States Attorney Joshua T. Burgess (copy enclosed), with certain 
information excised pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6). This provision concerns material the 
release of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of third 
parties. Additionally, I am remanding your request for further processing of your request for 
discovery material related to your criminal case. EOUSA will send any and all releasable 
information to you directly, subject to any fees. You may appeal any future adverse 
determination made by EOUSA. If you would like to inquire about the status of your remanded 
request, please contact EOUSA directly. I am otherwise affirming EOUSA's action on your 
request. 

I have determined that EOUSA properly informed you that it does not maintain any 
information concerning the type of bonds you described in your request letter. In fact, this Office 
has never found any indication that this type of bond has ever existed within any component of 
the Department of Justice. 

Please be advised that this Office's decision was taken only after a full review of this 
matter. Your appeal was assigned to an attorney with this Office who thoroughly reviewed and 
analyzed your appeal, your underlying request, and the actions of EOUSA in response to your 
request. 
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If you are dissatisfied with my action on your appeal, the FOIA permits you to file a 
lawsuit in federal district court in accordance with 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(B).
